In 1863, a Spanish ms. found in the archives of the Royal 
Academy of Madrid, bearing the title of Re/acion de las 
Cosas de Yucatan, and written by a bishop of Yucatan, 
Diego de Landa, who had resided in Merida from 1549 to 
1579, contained a statement that the Maya natives had used 
an alphabet of symbols, each of which had its equivalent in 
our alphabet ; Landa further furnished his readers with a 
representation of this alphabet with its key; this ms. was 
published, and scholars for a time supposed the means were 
in their hands for at length deciphering the ancient hiero- 
glyphics, but the alphabet has been found useless ; Prof.

‘OUT OF PRINT.” | 


‘* WHEN a book is said to be out of print, it 
by no means follows that the book cannot be 
found,” is another golden text for which we 
are indebted to the Sunday-School Times—a 
text which should be the second article in the 
bookseller’s catechism, following the ‘‘ Never 
say, ‘it cannot be found.’” In the first place, 
the altogether too readily given answer, “‘ out 
of print,” in many instances simply means, We 
have not got it, or not knowing the book or 
its publisher, it is too troublesome to look any 
further. With all the facilities the American 
bookseller has in the weekly, monthly, and 
annual reference lists of*his trade journals, in 
the Zrade List Annual, the American Cato’ -ue, 
in the excellent dictionary catalogr~« of our 
leading public libraries, there ic .o excuse to 
answer “out of print” until «4 the resources 
within his reach have failed to put him on the 
track of the publisher. Even thus failing it 
would be safer to answer, ‘* Apparently out of 
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print, but if you will leave your address, I wil} 
notify you shortly whether the book can be ob. 
tained and at what price.” Never send any one 
out of your store into another with a blunt 
“ Haven’t got it—out of print.” You never can 
have a better chance to secure a customer than 
by obtaining for him a book which was « out of 
print’’ at your neighbor’s. A book is not neces. 
sarily “ out of print” even if your jobber cannot 
fill your order ; for, although things a jobber 
doesn’t know are rarely worth knowing, even 
he is apt sometimes to forget, and lack of mem. 
ory at the time is practically lack of knowl. 
edge. If the books wanted are mentioned as 
old or rare, or are positively known to be out 
of print for many years, then itis better not to 
bother your jobber at all, but to have the 
titles inserted under ‘‘ Books Wanted” in the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, or the American Booksell. 
er or the Library Fournal. “ It is the cheap- 
est and quickest way of picking up old and 
rare books ;” “within less than two weeks | 
have received replies from Winchester, N. H., 
Cazenovia, N. Y., Cincinnati, O., and Balti- 
more, Md.-—this will show the extent of the cir- 
culation of your valuable paper—from New 
Hampshire to Texas” (these words were dated 
from Waco, Texas); “our advertisement se- 
cured us a book now out of print which we 
had been striving three months to secure, verb. 
sap. sat.”” These are a few of the expressions 
actually received from our subscribers and 


| printed in the WEEKLY from time to time. 


A further hint, to those who have for sale 


| what is ‘“‘ wanted,” is given in the following re- 


marks : “And in this connection let us say that, 
because we advertise fora book, parties answer- 


| ing our advertisements are mistaken in fixing 


an exorbitant price on their copies, as we 
have quotations on the same books from all 
over the country, yes, even from “ old England.” 
It is amusing to see the different rates on the 
same books.” The same advice is given bya 
prominent house which for a number of years 
has been using with regularity our columns of 
** Books Wanted” : 


“I wish to testify to the value of your advertisement 
column, ‘Books Wanted.’ We have had occasion to make 
use of it often during the past year, and I have been con- 
tinually surprised at the large proportion of items we ob- 
tain out of the list called for, sometimes receiving as many 
as twenty offers for the same work. 

‘“‘ T would suggest that booksellers answering these ad- 
vertisements should limit their prices to what is fair and 
moderate, and not imagine that because a book is adver- 
tised for, one is ready to pay an exorbitant price for it. We 
are often able to use several copies of books offered at 
fair prices, when we would not take even one at the fancy 
figures some dealers are in the habit of quoting.” 


Will our congenial. contemporary, which al- 
ways is ready to give good counsel in book 
matters, supplement its admirable remarks by 
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enjoining its readers to request such “ enter- 
prising dealers” as give the ready answer “ out 
of print,” to avail themselves of the precious 
privilege which their trade journals afford them 
at so slight expense and trouble ?

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


BOOK TRADE ASSOCIATION OF 
PHILADELPHIA. 


ACTION OF THE 
Compiled from the Ledger and the North American. 


Association of Philadelphia, to hear the report 
of the committee to whom was referred for ex- 
amination a copy of the petition addressed to 
Secretary Evarts, entitled “Suggestions for a 
Treaty from American Publishers, approved by 
American Authors” (known as the Harper 
Treaty), was held Monday, October 25, at No.

the firm of MacKellar, Smiths & Jordan, pre- 
siding, and Mr. A. G, Elliott acting as secre- 
tary. 

The treaty referred to, it was said, had been 
signed by leading New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia publishing houses, among the 
signers in this city being J. B. Lippincott & 
Co., E. Claxton & Co., T. B. Peterson & Bros., 
Presley Blakiston, Cowperthwait & Co, and 
the American Baptist Publication Society, 
under the belief that it would provide a fair and 
equitable system of copyright, but that recently 
it had been discovered that it would prove 
detrimental to the interest of American pub- 
lishers and workmen in certain branches of 
their business. It was held that the proposed 
treaty, by permitting the importation of stereo- 
type plates for the manufacture of copyright 
books, was inconsistent in principle, giving pro- 
tection to the paper-makers, printing-presses, 
and book-binders of America, but leaving out 
of account compositors, engravers, electro- 
typers, stereotypers, and type-founders. These 
last, itis said, represent an amount of America’s 
labor far greater in extent than the others, and 
therefore still more entitled to legislative dis- 
crimination, although the capital they require 
is less in amount. 

The committee, consisting of Messrs. Henry 
T. Coates, H. Carey Baird, J. M. Stoddard and 
xhaclen M. Lea, through its chairman, Mr. 
Oates, reported as follows: 

: \ Our committee are opposed to the plan of

rately ; that books printed from English sterco- 
type plates are allowed to be copyrighted, thus 
giving the protection of all such plates o! Eng- 
lish reprints to English mechanics, to the mani- 


pers, electrotypers, etc. ; that the provision for 
the deposit of ‘works published serially or in 
parts’ is so loosely drawn that the publisher 
of a periodical need not deposit copies until 


| within three months after his periodical ceases 
| to live, even if it have an existence of fifty 


years ; that there is no regard paid to the rights 
of those who now have in course of publication 
reprints of serial works; that under the pro- 
visions of the ‘ Suggestions,’ the certificate 
under the laws of the United States gives ‘the 
exclusive right until a better right is established 
by law,’ which, under such loose copyright 
laws as now exist in this country, is liable to 
great abuse, and that the ‘Suggestions’ provide 
that ‘ any rights which shall have been conferred 
by it or acquired under it shall continue’ after 
the abrogation, should such abrogation take 
place; and finally, that the ‘Suggestions’ ap- 
pear to be loosely drawn, and your committee 
believe that if embodied in a treaty will give 
rise to great and troublesome complications, 
They therefore recommend by the Association 
the adoption of the following : 

** Resolved, That we are wholly opposed to the 
settlement of the international copyright ques- 
tion by the medium of a treaty, and that if we 
were not so opposed we should regard the 
‘suggestions for a treaty’ as highly objection- 
able, and such as should not be embodied into 
a treaty. 

“ Further, Your committee begs to lay before 
you for consideration a very admirable paper, 
‘International Copyright’ es below, Schedule 
A], which has been placed in our hands bya 
member of the trade. The paper embraces a law 
providing for copyright protection to American 
citizens in the ownership of foreign books, 
etc., the provisions of which bill [see below,

Schedule B| they beg to approve and to recom- 
mend to the Association its adoption.” 

The bill, drawn by Henry Carey Lea, con- 
tains a proviso that the copyright publication 
shall be wholly manufactured within the United 
States, and that it be published or exposed for 
sale within two months from the date of publi- 
cation in the country of its origin, except in the 
case of translations from foreign languages—in 
which case an interval of four months shall be 
permitted—and of dramatic compositions—in 
which case an interval of six months between 
the first representation and that made in the 
United States shall be allowed. 

The sections of the bill [Schedule B| were 
read and adopted separately, after discussion, 
participated in by Messrs. Walter Lippincott, 
Willis P. Hazard, Henry T. Coates, H. C. 
Baird, C. M. Lea, J. R. Sypher, R. S. Menamin, 
and others, as well as the two remaining sec- 
tions, when the bill as a whole was adopted, 
and Messrs. Coates, Baird, Lea, Stoddart, and 
Menamin were appointed a committee to bring 
its features before the publishing interest of the 
country, and also to lay the bill before Con- 
gress. 


SCHEDULE A, 


The increasing earnestness of the discussio® 
on the subject of international copyright ren- 
ders it probable that some action on the subject 
may be attempted in the near future. The 
interests involved, both intellectual and indus- 
trial, are quite sufficiently important to render 
essential acalm and dispassionate consideration 
of the matter in its various aspects before ac- 
quiescing in a settlement which may be prac- 
tically irrevocable. 

For many years all agitation on this subject 
has taken the form of a proposed international 
treaty. To the undersigned it is somewhat 
difficult to understand why this should be the 
case, except on the ground that the advocates 
of the measure admit the impossibility of ob- 
taining the result aimed at through the ordinary 
channels of legislation—and the futility of such 
reasoning would seem to be apparent from the 
fact that any treaty on the subject would require 
the affirmative action of both Houses of Con- 
gress. 

The objections to action in the form of a 
treaty would seem to be so self-evident that it 
is difficult to understand why such plan should 
be seriously urged. These objections may be 
briefly recapitulated thus: 

I. The negotiation of a treaty admits that 
both sides have an equal right in determining 
its provisions. The result of this, in the pres- 
ent case, we have seen in the squabbles between 
English publishers and authors, each party 
endeavoring to dictate such terms as should 
secure for itself the largest possible share in 
the great American market; and Americans 
who want international copyright wait pa- 
tiently until the unseemly and altogether 
superfluous quarrel shall be settled. Now the 
United States has no concern whatever in 
English interests, but solely in American. 
When the nation is ready to concede copyright 
to foreign authors, dignity and proper self- 
interest demand that is should do so at its own 
time, in its own way, prescribing its own con- 
ditions, and providing, of course, for reciprocity 
in favor of its own authors. Why England 
should have anything to say as to the terms on 
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which we shall admit her authors to the 
of an American copyright would seem 
comprehension. 

II. The regulation of internal affairs by ex 
ternal diplomacy is a thoroughly unrepublican 
expedient, which of itself would render doubt 
ful and unpopular any measure that could only 
be carried by such means. The subject of 
copyright moreover, is one expressly confided 
by the Constitution to ‘* Congress,” and not to 
the Executive. Any treaty to be operative 
therefore, would require not only to be ratified 
by the Senate, but to be vitalized by appropri- 
ate legislation agreed upon by both Houses. 

III. The cumbrousness of this process throws 
unnecessary obstacles in the way of reaching 
the desired result. No action can be expected 
in any case, at the approaching short session of 
Congress, which will be wholly monopolized 
by the appropriation bills and the questions 
arising from the» Presidential election. Look. 
ing forward to the XLVII. Congress, it is self. 
evident that, should the incoming Administra. 
tion be republican, it would be comparatively 
easy for the opponents of the measure to per- 
suade a Democratic Senate to refuse ratifica. 
tion. Should it be Democratic, the prelimi- 
nary negotiations of its Republican predeces. 
sors would be contemptuously thrown aside, 
Even should the treaty be signed and ratified, 
the necessary legislation would be presented to 
the House of Representatives under the least 
favorable auspices, as the flagrant invasion of 
its rights in the very negotiation of the treaty 
would arouse redoubled opposition. An origi- 
nal bill would be much more readily passed 
than any such measure. 

IV. A treaty, during the term set forth for 
its existence, is irrevocable and unalterable. 
However ill it may work, it cannot be abro 
gated or changed. Copyright and publishing 
are complicated and delicate matters, and no 
one can foresee absolutely how the provisions 
of any possible measure may result, when sub- 
jected to the ingenuity of shrewd and indefati- 
gable men, eager to twist them to their own 
advantage, or to find means of evading them. 
There is no experience to refer to, for no inter- 
national treaty has thus far existed between two 
great peoples, speaking the same language, in 
both of which the publishing interest has 
reached so enormous adevelopment. Theonly 
approximate example is that of France and 
Belgium, in which the adoption of an interna- 
tional copyright treaty destroyed at once and 
forever the flourishing reprint business of Belgi- 
um, and deprived the world of cheap French lit- 
erature, doubtless to the special advantage of the 
Paris publishing houses. The same result may 
be reached here by a single unfortunate phrase 
or dubious expression, construed unexpectedly 
by the courts in the abundant crop of litigation 
which will be sure to arise. No matter how 
evil may be the working of the treaty for the 
people and the publishing interests, it must run 
its allotted course, and then be subjected to the 
slow processes of diplomacy for amendment. 
On the other hand, international copyright 
granted by domestic legislation can be abro- 
gated or amended at any time when experience 
may show that its results are injurious OF SUS- 
ceptible of improvement. ; 

By legislating in the form of an act, copyright 
is secured at once with all nations willing (0 
reciprocate; while the treaty form requires 
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separate action with each foreign country, thus 
delaying the final consummation for many 
years, and possibly giving rise to much compli- 
cation by reason of the different stipulations 
necessary to suit the varying interests of each 
a ay reasons, the undersigned would 
deprecate any attempt to settle the question by 
diplomacy. It appears to them that the objects 
sought for are much more readily attainable 
by an act of Congress: and, as an illustration 
of what they would propose, they submit the 
following draft of a bill, inviting from all inter- 
ested suggestions for its amendment : 


SCHEDULE B. 


: 1. Be it enacted, etc., that from and after 

it shall be lawful for any citizen of 
the United States, resident therein, to hold and 
enjoy as proprietor by assignment direct from 
the author, composer, or designer thereof, the 
copyright of any book, map, chart, dramatic 
or musical composition, engraving, cut, print, 
stereotype or electrotype plates, photograph or 
negative thereof, or of a painting, drawing, 
chromo, statue, statuary, and of models or de- 
signs intended to be perfected as works of the 
fine arts, written, produced, designed, or com- 
posed by a citizen or subject of any other coun- 
try, as fully as though the same were written, 
produced, designed, or composed by a citizen 
of the United States; and that such proprietor 
of such copyright shall be subject to the regu- 
lations and entitled to all the privileges and 
remedies now existing under the Acts of Con- 
gress respecting copyrights, as set forth in the 
Revised Statutes, sections 4948 to 4970 inclu- 
Sive. 

Provided, however, that such book, map, 
chart, dramatic or musical composition, stereo- 
type or electrotype plates, woodcut, engraving, 
etc, shall be wholly manufactured within the 
limits of the United States of North America, 
and that it be published and exposed for sale 
therein within two months from the date of 
publication in the country of its origination ; 
except in the case of translations from foreign 
languages, in which an interval of four months 
shall be permitted, and of dramatic composi- 
tions, in which an interval of six months be- 
tween the first representation abroad and the 
first representation in the United States shall 
be allowed. 

Provided, also, that the privileges conferred 
by this Act shall not extend to the productions 
of authors, designers and composers, citizens 
or subjects of countries which shall not have 
conferred similar privileges on the productions 
of authors, designers, and composers, citizens 
of these United States, and that this privilege 
shall extend only to publications issued after 
the passage of this bill. 

3 Il. That as soonas any citizen shall have ac- 
quired the copyright of any book, map, chart, 
etc., as above provided, he shall enter the same 
in the office of the librarian of the Library of 
Congress, and before publication of the said 
work, he shall transmit the said title to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, together with a fee of 
fifty cents. And it shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to print, at intervals of 
not less than one calendar month, lists of all 
aoe so reported to him, and to distribute such 
ists to all collectors of customs at ports of 
entries within the territories of these United 
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States, with instructions to said collectors to 
seize and hold for adjudication under the copy- 
right laws of the United States all copies of 
books, maps, charts, etc., of which the titles 
are therein specified, which may be presented 
for entry or otherwise be sought to be intre- 
duced at their respective ports. Anda copy of 
the said lists shall also be sent to any citizen 
making application for the same, on the pay- 
ment of a sum not exceeding five dollars per 
annum. And all payments to the Treasury 
under this section are hereby appropriated to 
| defray the expenses arising hereunder. 
| § IIL. Any assignment of a copyright pro- 
| cured under this act, or of any interest therein, 
| from the holder thereof to the author, designer, 
| or composer thereof, or to any one not a citizen 
| resident in these United States, shall work a 
| forfeiture of the said copyright, and it shall 
thereafter. be lawful for any citizen of these 
United States to print or reproduce and expose 
for sale the said book, map, etc., as freely as 
though no copyright had ever existed therein. 
SIV. That whenever the Department of 
State shall be satisfied that any foreign country 
has granted to the authors, composers, and de- 
signers of the United States privileges similar 
to those conferred on foreign authors by this 
act, it shall be the duty of the President to issue 
his proclamation conferring upon the authors, - 
composers, and designers of such nation the 
privileges provided for in this act. 
§ V. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent 

with the purport of this act are hereby repealed 





CHRISTMAS CARDS. 
A SECOND COMPETITION. 
From the NV. Y. 7ribune. 


Messrs. L. Pranc & Co. announce their 
intention to repeat the experiment they made 
last year in offering prizes of money for the 
best designs that shall be sent in for Christ- 
mas cards. The terms of the competition are 
to be the same as last year, and the sum of money 
to be distributed is also the same ; the dates for 
the sending in of the designs and for the opening 
of the exhibition are not yet fixed upon. This 
much is decided, however: That more time 
will be given than last year for preparation on 
the part of the designers, and more time taken 
by the judges in considering the designs sent 
in. It is to be hoped that the contributions of 
this year will show something to have been 
learned during the time that has passed since 
the last competition, and that the lessons taught 
in that experiment have not been wholly lost 
on the amateurs, of whom the greater part of 
the competing body was made up. It can do 
them no harm to remember that the public is 
no longer an altogether complacent observer 
of what is set before it in these exhibitions, but 
that it demands riper fruit than at first seemed 
to satisfy it. ... 

The Messrs. Prang desire that every one con- 
cerned in the coming competition should do 
his best, for although it is easy to say that their 
effort is a stroke of business, everybody who 
knows Mr. Prang himself and his chief assistants 
knows that they really care a great deal for the ar- 
tistic side of their business, and that they have 
often risked time and money in enterprises 
which, in a society more ready than ours is as 
yet to appreciate such things, would have been 
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encouraged with success. The Messrs. Prang 
would be glad, and we should be glad, if, in- 
stead of our market being flooded at Christmas 
time with cards and tokens of foreign make, 
and our own forced to take a back seat, we 
could ourselves show cards as pretty as our 
neighbors, and send abroad as well as do all 
the inviting. No doubt this is a small matter 
in itself, but as we said last spring, these 
Christmas cards are a straw to show which way 
the wind of art is blowing. Just at present all 
the arts are imitative with us, and the models 
chosen are for the most part such as appeal not 
to the healthy taste of the people at large, but 
to the fancies and whims of a few. We are 
ripe for a change in this respect, and any one 
who can minister to the love of simple, happy, 
human things, who can appeal to the instincts 
of his countrymen rather than to their acquired 
notions, and draw the water he offers them to 
drink from their own wells, brimmed with na- 
tive flowers and weeds, and giving back asina 
mirror the blue of his own sky—not the gray 
of France nor the murky fog of England—will | 
make the designs that will be most welcome.

From the S. S. Zimes, Oct. 9. 


WHEN a book is said to be ‘‘ out of print,” it 
is not an easy thing to obtain a copy of it. But 
it by no means follows that the book cannot be 
found. A book is called ‘‘ out of print” when 
its publishers cease to supply it; when they 
have no longer a stock of it on hand, and do 
not propose to reissue it. Yet in such a case 
there are commonly more or less copies of that 
book in retail book-stores or in second-hand 
book-stores ; and if a person is willing to hunt 
for one of them, or to pay some one else for 
hunting, he can get one at a fair price. This 
Statement is an answer to the following note 
from a Philadelphia correspondent : 

**In the article on Horace Bushnell’s Life and 
Letters, mention was made by you of one of 
his works called ‘ Moral Uses of Dark Things.’ 
I have tried to get a copy of this book at J. B.
